Mail service in this area, alm ost 
IOO years ago, is described by an 
old new spaper received this week. 
The paper is the W eekly Chicago 
Dem ocrat and is dated Saturday, 
A pril I, 1854. 
The entire back page of the four- 
page paper is filled with a federal 
advertisem ent for bids on carrying 
rail 
routes 
throughout 
Illinois. 
“ lYoposals for carrying the mails 
of the United S tates,” it states, 
“from the 1st day of July, 1854, to 
the 30th day of June 1858, inclu­ 
sive, in the S tate of Illinois, will 
be received a t the contract offiice 
of the post office departm ent in the 
city of W ashington until 9 a. rn. 
of 10th A pril, 1854 (to be decided 
by 30th April, 1854) on the route 
and in the tim es herein specified.”

When we by-pass 
the Sewage Disposal P lant there 
is no retarding of the flow. A ctual­ 
ly the flow is increased. 
It does not m atter w hether the 
Sewage T reatm ent P lant is in op­ 
eration or not.
